WHEREAS, on Match 8. 3020. President Rodrigo Re* Ouienc Issued 
Proclamation No. 022. •DccUrtaf • State of Public Health Emergency throughout 
the PhUippwies* to facilitate mtuum to address the COV1D-19 outbreak, tncludmg 
mandatory reporting, quarantine, and dia ea a e control prevention measures; 

WHEREAS, on March 11. 2020. the World Health Organisation haa 
damtenml the spread of the diaeaae aa a pandemic ae It coottnuea to spread 
throughout the world. 

WHEREAS on March 12. 2020, the Inter-Agency Taak Force (LATV) far the 
Management of Emerging Infectious Diaraaea of the National Government larued 
Joint Resolution No. 11 for the management of the COVID 10. providing for strict 
social distancing guidelines, including suspension of dasara. prohibition of mass 
gatherings, community quarantine, and restriction of domestic and international 
travel; 


WHEREAS, Pursuant to City Ordinance No. 07-2090 also known aa “An 

Ordlnaocs Regulating tbs Nsa assaatial Travel Aad Loitering Wtthla The 
Jurisdiction Of Tbs City Ooveraraeat Of Malaboa For Tba Purposes Of 
ftUtlgatiag Tbs Spread Of Tba Naval Corona virus (CavM-19)* a oty wade curfew 
has been implemented within the City of Mala bon between Sam-5pm of the next 

d*r. 


WHEREAS, on March 16, 2020. Executive Secretary Salvador C Medialdea 

issued a memorandum entitled * COMMUNITY QUARANTINE OVER THE ENTIRE 
LUZON AND FURTHER QUID ELI NE8 FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF THE 
CORONA VIRUS DtSEASE 2019 (COVUM9) SITUATION* 

WHEREAS, the continued and accelerated spread of the COVID-19 haa bean 
observed within the National Capitol Region (NCR). 

WHEREAS, to combat the spread of the vims, social distan cin g and 
community quarantine which restricts movement of the people within the aty. are 
viewed to be most effective; 

WHEREAS, By virtue of Songguniang Panlungsod Resolution No 53-2020 
entitled. *A Resolution Declaring a State of Calamity Due to the Novel Coronavirus 
2019 (COVtD-19)* a state or calamity has been declared in the City of Mao boo. 

WHEREAS, Section 4$5<b)(l)(vti) Republic Act (RA) No. 7160. otherwise 
known as the ‘Local Government Code of 1991,* authorises the City Mayor to carry 






out ouch emergency measure* m may be weewuy durlnt ud Mi the aftermath of 
man-made and natural disaster* and calamities; 


ROW. TIUtRJtrORE, I AJTTOLIN A. oner A to. City Mayo* of Malabon. by 
virtue of the power* treated in me. by the Constitution, the local government code 
and other laws, do hereby order 

SECTION 1. COMMUNITY QUARANTINE - The City of Ualabon la hereby 
placed in an enhanced community quarantine whereby move m ent of all persons 
within its territorial jurisdiction shall be limited to accessing baair necessities and 
work starting March 17, 3020 until April 14. 2030. unless ear her revoked or 
extended by a com petent authority . 

1 Strict ssoaltorlag and trsatmsst. The City Health Depart m ent shall 
continuously monitor, treat, and manage Persons Under Monitoring (PUM). 
Persons Under Investigation (PUT), and confirmed case* of COV1D-19 within 
the city. 

2 Limitations oa travel. All persons residing within the are* dec lar ed to be 
under enhanced community quarantine shall observe the following rule* 

(I) Strict home quarantine All persona tn the c ove red by enhanced 
community quarantine shall remain strictly within the premises of 
their household or residence. Only movement that ta necessary for 
medical or humanitarian purpoars shall be allowed. 

(21 Saapaaafoa of transportation Transportation shall be suspended 
except those whose purpose for transporting is identified and 
considered as essential such as purchasing food and medicine, 
travelling to and from srork for essential personnel and emerg en cy 
cases as determined by the authorities. 

SECTION 2. SOCIAL DISTANCING. The City Governme n t encourage* 
stringent social distancing which requires spacing of ooe (1) meter tn diameter, as 
among the effective interventions to prevent the transmission of C0V1D-19. For this 
purpose, the following guidelines shall be observed 

(1) Bus pension of cl ass a*. Classes and aO school activities at all 
levels in both public and private schools shall be suspended in 
accordance with 1ATF Joint Resolution No 11. Suspension shall 
continue unless otherwise lifted by the Office of the Mayor 

(2) Suspension of all non- es s e ntial mass gatherings. Non-essentia) 
mass gatherings during the state of calamity are hereby 
prohibited. Those persons, entities, organizations or businesses 
found to be in violation of this provision shall be dispersed by the 
proper authorities, and may be prosecuted under applicable laws 
and/or shall have their business permits suspended until further 
notice. 

(3) Curfew. The following persons shall be exempted from the 
implementation of the curfew ordinance: 

(a) Those who work at night or on a shifting schedule fVosadad 
that such employment is evidenced by per ti nent documents 
which may substantiate his or her claim; 

(b) Those who will deliver or purchase basic necessities such as 
food and medicine; 







(c) Public transport •crvKr* «• determined by the PSTMO; 

(d) Peace and Order PemonnH front the City Government of 
Maiabon and those from the Oarangay*. thoae who offer 
security aervicea, such aa. but not limited to. company security 
officer* and security guard*; 

(e) Emergency caaea aa exempted under existing lawa and thoae 
determined by the taak force aa essential acta; 

(f) Emergency responders including. Bureau of Plre and Protection 
(BFP). Disaster Risk Reduction and Management Council 
(DRRMQ, Department of Social Welfare and Development 
(DSWD), Borangay Health Emergency Keaponae Trama 
(BHERTa). and Local Government Unit OfTinala. 

lg) Thoae who offer medical aervicea. such aa. doctors, hoapital 
staff and employeea, and local health employees, including 
their l e a pec ti ve drivers; and 

(h) Media staff and personalities, including PCOO and Its attached 
agencies 


(4) Closure of private establishments. AH private establishments 
shall be closed, except for thoae providing basic necessities and 
such activities related to food and medicine production, such as. 
but not limited to: 


(a) public markets. 

(b) supermarkets: 
jc) groceries; 

(d) convenience stores; 
je) hospitals; 

(f) medical dimes; 

(g) pharmacies; 

(hj drugstores; 

(i) food preparation and delivery services. 

0) water refilling stations; 

(k) manufacturing and processing plants of basi c food 
products and medicines; 

(l) banks; 

(m) money transfer services; 

(n) power, energy water and tdccommunicationa supplies 
and facilities; 

(o) Business process outsourcing establishments; and 

(p) export oriented industries. 


Malls shall remain closed except for establishments which are 
included in the above enumerated exceptions 


In all such open establishments, their respective managements 
shall ensure the adoption of a strict skeletal workforce to 
support operations, as well as strict social distancing 
measures 


Establishments which fail to observr such measures shall be 
prosecuted and/or sanctioned in accordance with existing laws 
and ordinances. 


(5) Closure/Limited Operations of local government facilities and 






(•) The following government -owned facilities under the control 
and luptmuon of the Local Government Unit of Mala bon ahall 
be closed: 

(0 City of Mala bon University and Ita facilities; 

(U| City of Mala bon Polytechnic Institute and Ita facilities, 

(Ui) Covered and non-oovered courts; and 
(tv) Multi purpose Italia. 

(b| The following essential establishments ahall continue ita 
operation to address the needs of the constituents 

(i) The Oapital ng Mala bon, the Mala bon City Health 
Department as well as its health centers. Disaster Risk 
Reduction and Management Office (DRRMOj, Public 
Safety and Traffic Management Office (PSTMO), City 
Environment S Natural Resources Office (CENRO), 
Business Permit and Licensing Office (BPLOJ and 
Mayor's Complaint and Action Team (MCAT) ahall 
continue to operate and maintain the full deployment of 
its personnel. 

(»>) AH other offices shall implement a work from home 
arrangement subject to the provisions of the immediately 
succeeding paragraph; 

(iu) The City Hall of Msis bon shall remain open and will 
operate with a skeletal force to co n t in ue to deliver vital 
and essential services to the City of Malabon However, 
access to the City HaH for business transactions 

shall be limited and controlled to impose social 
distancing and consequently protect the City's clients 
from the possible spread of the COVID-19. 

SECTION 3. PROVISIONS FOR AFFECTED RESIDENTS. The CSWDD in 
coordination with Barangays shall ensure that aD residents of the 
City/Municipality have access to adequate food and medical supplies for the 
duration of the enhanced community quarantine. 

a Distribution of initial calamity assistance package CSWDD ahall 
turn over the allocated calamity assistance package to the respective 
barangays. The Barangays shall ensure the distribution of package* to each 
household in low-income communities, which shall include staple foods, 
personal hygiene products, basic medicines, and medical supplies. Stnct 
social distancing shall be observed in the distribution of such packages 
Persons involved in the delivery and distribution of the packages shall wear 
appropriate personal protective equipment. 

b. Supplemental feeding program. The framework setup under the 
Kanndtma Para so Kalusugan ng mga Chikiting (KKC) shall be repurposed in 
order to supplement the effort of the barangays for the provision of meals to 
their constituents. 

The barangays shall be allocated meal packs to be prepared by the 
partner karinderiaa. The barangays shall coordinate with the partner 
kanndenas for pick-up of the meal packs, and shall distribute the same to 
their constituents who are moat vulnerable to the effects of the calamity. The 

barangay captains shall be responsible in determining those who will receive 
the meal packs. 









SECTION 4. ENFORCEMENT. The DRRMO, P8TMO, MCAT, BPLO. 
CENRO. and CHD. in coordination with the PNP and Barangays are hereby directed 
to enforce this Executive Order. 

Failure to abide by the foregoing guideline* and measure* shall be a ground 
for disciplinary action in accordance with existing laws and regulations 

The City Government of Malabon through Ha CHD and the DRRMO in 
coordination with the 1ATF - EID shall conduct a day to day evaluation for the 
purpose of recommending modifications in the provisions contained herein- 

8ECT10N 5. EFFECTIvmf. This Executive Order shall take effect 
immediately. Any order Inconsistent shall be deemed repealed
